Colo. Massacre Spurs Gun Sales 


Fears after shooting 
prompt increase in 
background checks 

Denver 

Firearms sales are surging in the 
wake of the Colorado movie mas- 
sacre as buyers express fears about 
both personal safety and lawmak- 
ers who are using the shooting to 
seek new weapons restrictions. 

In Colorado, where Friday’s 
shooting killed 12 people and 
injured dozens of others, gun sales 
jumped in the three days that fol- 
lowed. The state approved back- 
ground checks for 2,887 people 
who wanted to purchase a firearm 
— 25 percent more than the aver- 
age Friday to Sunday period in 2012 
and 43 percent more than the same 
interval the week prior. 

Dick Rutan, owner of Gunners 
Den in suburban Arvada, Colo., 
said requests for concealed-weap- 
on training certification “are off 
the hook.” His four-hour course in 
gun safety, required for certifica- 
tion for a concealed-weapons per- 
mit in Colorado, has drawn double

the interest since Friday. 

“What they’re saying is: They 
want to have a chance. They want 
to have the ability to protect them- 
selves and their families if they are 
in a situation like what happened in 
the movie theater,” Rutan said. 

Day-to-day gun sales frequently 
fluctuate, but the numbers also look 
strong outside of Colorado, too. 


Connecticut processed 38 per- 
cent more gun-related records 
over the past several days com- 
pared with the same period two 
months prior. Florida recorded 
2,386 background checks on Fri- 
day, up 14 percent from the week 
before. Oregon checks on Friday 
and Saturday were up 11 percent 
over the month past.

London 

Mitt Romney — a one-term gover- 
nor untested on the world’s polit- 
ical stage — faces high stakes in 
the coming week during visits to 
England, Israel and Poland. It’s a 
trip that amounts to an interna- 
tional audition. 

The Republican presidential 
candidate is seeking to persuade 
voters back home to elect him their 
leader in a complex, dangerous 
world. And his trip will invite com- 
parisons to Barack Obama’s suc- 
cessful overseas 2008 tour before 
he won the White House. 

Romney, whose decades in pri- 
vate business gave him ample expo- 
sure to international affairs, hopes 
to prove that he is no novice on for- 


eign policy. At the same time, he’ll 
be highlighting a key part of his 
resume — the successful Salt Lake 
City Olympics he managed — with 
a visit to the opening days of the 
London Games. He’s also planned 
a series of meetings with political 
leaders in the three countries he’s 
visiting in hopes of projecting an 
image of leadership. 

Romney faces the tricky task of 
contrasting himself with Obama 


while staying true to his prom- 
ise not to openly assail the pres- 
ident while on foreign soil, hon- 
oring longstanding tradition that 
American politicians don’t criticize 
their government while abroad. 
Drawing implicit contrasts with 
the president also could be diffi- 
cult because Romney has so far 
not outlined sharp foreign policy 
differences with his Democratic

Washington 

Tackling the female side of the 
AIDS epidemic means going far 
beyond today’s global focus on 
pregnant women, specialists told 
the world’s largest AIDS meeting 
Wednesday. 

Already women make up half 
the world’s HIV infections. Adoles- 
cent girls are at particular risk in the 
hardest-hit parts of the world, and 
protecting them requires address- 
ing the poverty, violence and dis- 
crimination that too many women 
experience around the world, said 
UNICEF Deputy Executive Direc- 
tor Geeta Rao Gupta.

Lifelong Treatment 

New guidelines from the World 
Health Organization encourage 
countries to start lifelong treatment 
for all pregnant women, regardless 
of how healthy they may appear be- 
tween pregnancies. Malawi was the 
first low-income country to adopt 
the Strategy, and Botswana, Rwanda, 
South Africa and Zambia are con- 
sidering the same change. Some 4.8 
million people ages 15 to 24 are living 
with HIV, and two-thirds of them are 
girls or young women, (ap) 


lary Clinton declared Monday that 
gender equity is crucial to protect- 
ing women. 

Topping the world’s anti-AIDS 
goals for women is the effort to 
nearly eliminate mother-to-child 
transmission of HIV. The number 
of babies born with HIV has been 
dropping steadily for several years 
as more infected women receive 
AIDS drugs during pregnancy and 
while they’re nursing — 57 percent 
of them last year, according to the 
United Nations. 

But UNICEF HIV adviser Dr. 
Chewe Luo said that drop isn’t hap- 
pening fast enough to meet the 2015 
target date, and a key reason is that 
many countries focus just on pro- 
tecting the baby. 

Few countries automatically con- 
tinue providing the life-saving drugs 
for mom after her baby is weaned, 
unless her own condition worsens 
or she gets pregnant again, Luo 
said, lauran neergaard (ap)

Syrian troops rush 
to counteract rebels’ 
advance on city 

Beirut 

Syrian troops rushed dozens of 
tanks and reinforcements Wednes- 
day toward Aleppo, the country’s 
strategically vital commercial capi- 
tal, in a bid to crush a rebel advance 
that has spread to wide swaths of 
the sprawling city. 

As the five-day-old fighting in 
Aleppo intensified, and with rumors 
swirling of a final showdown in that 
city, neighboring Turkey tightened 
its borders but said refugees will 
be allowed through.

N. Korea Discloses 
Young Leader’s Wife 


Public relationship 
marks a break with 
tradition for Kim 

Tokyo 

North Korean state media dis- 
closed Wednesday that leader Kim 
Jong Un is married, a startling 
announcement in a country that 
has long kept its first ladies near- 
ly invisible. 

The revelation ends weeks of 
speculation about the identity 
of a woman who had accompa- 
nied Kim during several public 
appearances. 

State media identified the 
woman as Kim’s wife, “Comrade 
Ri Sol Ju.” But there was no men- 
tion of how long the couple has 
been married. 

The North’s willingness to give 
Ri a high profile adds to mount- 
ing evidence that Kim, appointed 
seven months ago as North Korea’s 
leader, is trying to create a more 
personable image than that of his 
reclusive father.

Telltale Signs 


You might think that the oldest cars 
would have the most air conditioning 
problems, but that’s not the case. 

The 5000 series cars are Metro’s 
problem children. Of the 371 instances 
during June in which cars were 
reported hot, 146 involved cars in 
the 5000 series. The next closest was 
the 1000 series, the oldest cars in the 
fleet, with 93 reports. 

Maintenance crews continue 
to work on the components of the 
5000 series air-conditioning units, 
but this has yielded mixed results. 
Riders waiting on platforms should 
be especially wary when they see 
one of those cars in the 5000 series 
roll up. There are nearly 200 of these 
decade-old cars in the Metrorail fleet, 
so chances for sharing the warmth 
are good. 

Because of the way Metro packages 
train cars, you won’t find the problem 
cars right in the middle: The 5000s 
will be farther out. (The oldest cars, 
the 1000s, are in the middle, for safety 
reasons, Metro says.) 

Aside from looking at the black 
numbers on the outside of each car to 
help gauge the potentially problematic

What to Do 

On a very hot day, you can be 
sure of your instincts when 
you board a hot car. You won't 
need a thermometer to tell you 
something’s wrong. 

Don’t just sit there. Many 
riders recognize the symptoms 
of hot cars and move, but many 
riders are docile. The longer you 
stay in a hot car, the worse you'll 
feel. Your brain will fry, and your 
legs will melt into the seat. The 
time for action is when you first 
step aboard. Moving just one car 
often provides relief. And the fare 
stays the same. 

Alert Metro. You can use the 
intercom to report the hot car's 
number, which is in black lettering 
near the intercoms. The operator 
can report the car to controllers. 
Riders also can call in heat 
problems to Metro’s customer 
service line, 202-637-1328— just 
remember the car number. Using 
Twitter to report hot cars to Metro 
also seems to be the latest thing. 


provide a telltale sign of a problem 
with the air. 

Best of the Rest 

A properly functioning air condi- 
tioning system should cool the car 
by about 25 degrees. During very hot 
days, such as the ones I chose for the 
test, cars with constantly opening 
doors and crowds of passengers aren’t 
going to keep up with that. 

A car that leaves the yard with 
an acceptable temperature but with 
equipment that isn’t performing 
well is likely to be a hot car by the 
afternoon commute. And, while you 
should be suspicious of the 5000 
series cars, it’s more difficult to 
predict conditions on the rest of the

Local Coach Accused of Sex With Teen 


Swimming icon faces

Washington 

USA Swimming has requested an 
emergency disciplinary hearing 
against prominent Washington area 
swimming coach Rick Curl for alleg- 
edly engaging in a sexual relation- 
ship with a teen swimmer and then 
paying her and her parents to keep 
quiet as part of a settlement. 


Kelley Currin, whose maiden 
name was Kelley Davies, said Curl 
had sexual relations with her for 
four years beginning in 1983, when 
she was 13 and he 33. 

Currin said her parents, Gerald 
and Pamela Davies, learned of the 
alleged relationship when they read 
her diary soon before she left for the 
University of Texas on a swimming 
scholarship in 1987. She said they 
confronted Curl, but their attor- 
ney discouraged them from pur- 
suing criminal action. 

Instead, in 1989, the parties 


reached a non-disclosure agreement 
under which Curl agreed to com- 
pensate the family $150,000 over 
11 years for the “pain and suffering 
experienced by her” and because 
he recognized possible damage to 
his “reputation and customer rela- 
tions.” Under the agreement, which 
The Washington Post has reviewed, 
Currin agreed not to press charges 
or speak publicly about it. Reached 
Tuesday night. Curl, 62, declined to 
comment on the matter.

Cool School

The DC Improv celebrates 
20 years of nurturing comedy 

From the outside, the DC Improv looks 
like any other downtown office building. 
Head down the stairs, however, and you’re 
transported back to the ’90s. Neon pink 
lights hang from the ceiling. Bulky old 
TVs sit on pillars around the room. The 
stage — which has hosted such comedy 
luminaries as Dave Chappelle, Louis C.K., 
Wanda Sykes and Jerry Seinfeld over the 
years — is in front of a brick wall, the 
definitive backdrop of standup since time 
immemorial. 

“We know how old-school we are,” says 
Allyson Jaflfe, the club’s manager. “We joke 
about it.” 


Jokes are a comedy club’s lifeblood, of 
course. But since the 350-seat club opened 
in 1992, the Improv has meant much more 
than that. As the club celebrates its 20th year 
this summer with a slate of special perfor- 
mances by comics including Jim Gaffigan, 
Bill Burr, Brian and Dennis Regan (perform- 
ing Thursday) and Mike Birbiglia (closing out 
the festivities with five shows Aug. 7-9) — the 
Improv’s devotees have their own theories on 
the secret behind its staying power. 

“There are a good amount of good com- 
edy clubs,” says comedian Todd Glass, who 
played the Improv for the first time in 1992 
and has returned nearly every year since. 
“There are a good amount of very good clubs. 
Then, there are a few that are elite: That’s 
the DC Improv.” 

There are Improvs in other cities (D.C.’s 
is an independent franchise). But the big 
names who’ve performed at this one over 
the years agree: The DC Improv just gets it 
right, from the way the staff treats perform-

Allyson Jaffe, the 
club’s manager and the 
principal of the comedy 
school, started the 
school in 2003 because 
she "really appreciates 
people who just want to 
laugh." Westfall’s been 
teaching improvthere 
for nine years: comedian 
Chris Coccia leads the 
stand-up classes. 

For Westfall, the most 
rewarding aspect of 
teaching is seeing people 
come together. "When 
those barriers come 
down and a public school 
teacher is hanging out 
with a senior lobbyist at 
some major firm ...That’s 
when I’m most grateful 
as an instructor."

ers to its willingness to experiment. 

There’s also the ceiling. 

“This is going to sound bizarre, but it 
has a low ceiling. Low ceilings are very 
good for comedy,” says comic Brian Regan, 
who opened for Ellen DeGeneres during the 
Improv’s grand opening week in ’92. “I like 
to perform there because, well. I’m really not 
very good at all, but the audience is fooled. 
Whatever little laughter there is bounces all 
over the place.” 

Regan’s a big enough name now that he 
regularly headlines large theaters. In fact, 
most of the acts on the anniversary bill could 
(and do) easily sell out larger D.C. venues. But 
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they’re there because they love the Improv, 
and it’s loved them. 

“The DC Improv was one of my favorite 
comedy road rooms when I did clubs,” says 
Gaffigan, who recorded two albums there, 
in an email. “It was also the first "A’ comedy 
room I headlined.” For Burr, too, headlining 
there was a major career milestone. “It was 
sort of a comedy bucket list thing,” he says. 
“T performed at the DC Improv.’” 

The club has always distinguished itself 
as a booster of up-and-coming talent. No one 
knows that better than Mike Birbiglia, who 
worked there as a doorman and house emcee 
in the late ’90s while studying at Georgetown 
University. Birbiglia has since become a con- 
tributor to “This American Life,” and his film 
“Sleepwalk With Me” (co-penned with Ira 
Glass) opens next month. 

“Being a doorman at the DC Improv was 
like going to comedy college,” Birbiglia says. 
“And not an average one. The best comedy col- 
lege, because they book hands-down the best 
comedy shows in the country.”

WORKING ATTHE CLUB WHILE ENROLLED IN REAL 
COLLEGE AT GEORGETOWN UNIVERSITY 


The club has long had a rep for supporting 
local comics. In 2003, manager Jaffe start- 
ed a proper comedy school at the Improv to 
give aspiring comics a taste of the craft. Vir- 
ginia-based comic Erin Jackson enrolled in 
the club’s first stand-up class, starting with 
a one-day seminar and doing an open-mic 
night a month later. Within a few years, she 
was headlining the main stage. 

“They pushed me to do things way before 
I thought I was ready,” Jackson says. 

Comedians “are loyal,” says Philadelphia- 
based comic Chris Coccia, who teaches the 
club’s stand-up classes. “They’re like pup- 
pies. Treat them right at the beginning and 
they will always be there.” 

The same goes for the patrons — which, 
in this economy, are tough for any business to 
keep. In the decades since the Improv opened, 
other D.C. comedy venues have come and 
gone, including newcomer Riot Act Comedy 
Theater, which opened last August and fold- 
ed in June. The Improv isn’t entirely reces- 
sion-proof itself, either: The club cut Tues- 
days from the schedule about five years ago

to save money. 

“We’ve been here for 20 years and there’s 
a reason. I can’t give everything away,” Jaffe 
laughs. “People trust us now. People will 
still come here just because of the name ‘DC 
Improv.’ Which is everything we work for.” 

To that end, the Improv’s been trying new 
things: The club recentiy hosted its first pod- 
cast taping, a recording of Greg Proops’ “The 
Smartest Man in the World.” 


“We’re learning, and we’re trying to listen 
to what people want,” Jaffe says. “Sometimes 
we hit a home run, sometimes [we don’t].” 

Jaffe started as a waitress at the club in 
1998 and is now a part-owner. She says work- 
ing there for the past decade and a half has 
been a dream job. “I love watching people 
laugh,” she says. “I see people walk in, and 
they’ve had the worst day, there’s a scowl on 
their face. And when they leave, it’s gone. To 
see that transformation is so important.” 

The ceiling is part of that, Jaffe says. 

“The acoustics of sound are that laughter 
travels up,” Jaffe says. “With the low ceilings, 
you may be laughing just because that guy’s 
laugh over there is great. It’s a vibe and ener- 
gy that’s coming from the setting.” 

At the anniversary show Bill Burr played 
earlier this month, the comic worked out some 
new material to a capacity crowd. It was a 
loose, raw performance — and, at one point. 
Burr threw his arm into the air and acciden- 
tally knocked out a ceiling tile. 

“Twenty [expletive] years and they can’t 
get a real ceiling!” he cracked. There was 
huge laugh. “They like to keep things origi- 
nal here.” rudi greenberg (express)

In Memory 

Tragedy Struck the DC 
Improv family when 
majority owner Mark 
Anderson went missing 
in May. A month later, 
he was found dead in a 
hotel room in Arizona. 
Anderson opened 
the Improv in 1992, 
and his loss is a dark 
cloud over the venue’s 
20th anniversary. The 
cause of death is still 
unknown, but he had 
been suffering from 
paranoia, according to 
the Washington City 
Paper. “He really took 
care of people who 
loved comedy," says 
club manager Allyson 
Jaffe. (R.G.)

It’s hard out there for a regional the- 
ater. You score an original nonfiction 
show that goes on to worldwide fame; 
then it turns out the show was more 
than a little bit fictional and every- 
thing comes crashing down. 

That’s what happened to the 
Woolly Mammoth Theatre Compa- 
ny with its 2010 hit, Mike Daisey’s 
“The Agony and the Ecstasy of Steve 
Jobs.” This season, the theater is try- 
ing to undo the crashing-down part 
with a return engagement. 


“Our rationale for bringing it 
back was. Why walk away from a 
conversation that’s even richer than 
it was before?”’ says Howard Shal- 
witz. Woolly’s artistic director. 

The theater had decided to do a 
second run of “Steve Jobs” before the 
scandal broke earlier this year regard- 
ing fabrications in Daisey’s reporting. 
At issue: the conditions at the Fox- 
conn factory in China, which man- 
ufactures Apple devices. In the after- 
math, Shalwitz says. Woolly decided 
through careful conversations to keep 
the play in this season’s lineup. 

“We felt that there was a lot we

Natalie Hopkinson 

AUTHOR, "GO-GO LIVE" 

Natalie Hopkinson’s new book, “Go- 
Go Live: The Musical Life and Death 
of a Chocolate City," isn’t your typi- 
cal history of D.C.’s nnusic scene. The 
former Washington Post reporter, who 
now teaches journalism at Georgetown 
University, instead examines the cultural 
and economic factors that have sus- 
tained the go-go scene for four decades. 
She’ll discuss the book Monday at 
Politics and Prose. 

Could go-go have thrived somewhere 
other than D.C.? 

I would say yes. If you look at Chuck Brown’s 
influences, there’s a Caribbean flavor with 
the cowbells and congas, as well as blues 
and funk. Those aren’t necessarily organic 
things from D.C. It has some tropes in com- 
mon with black music all around the world. 
But it has been hugely influential in the D.C. 
area because of black-owned businesses. 

How does that factor in? 

The music started at a time in D.C. when 
there weren’t a lot of opportunities to make 
a living. Go-go became an economic driver. 
Businesses ... invested so much in go-go that 
they have a vested interest in keeping it alive. 
That gives more generations of musicians 
opportunities to participate in the culture. 

Most local scenes die out after one or 
two generations, yet go-go is thriving. 

It’s constantly innovating and changing. Kids 
today are just as enthusiastic about bounce 
beat as their parents were about Rare Es- 
sence and Chuck Brown back in the day. 
Black-owned businesses have adapted to 
that, which has given it a lot of vitality as an 
art form.

Fear and 
Laughing 


The Second City comedy 
troupe brings its sketchy 
characters to Washington 

Stage 

As a student with the legendary Chicago- 
based improv-comedy troupe the Second 
City, Nicole C. Hastings learned that 
sometimes it’s best to let your face do 
the talking. 

“There’s a lot of power in not speak- 
ing right away,” she says of improvis- 
ing. “It’s not like I never say anything 
that gets laughs. But I will employ a 
large reaction and it will hit more often 
than you think.” 


Hastings will put that technique to 
the test in Washington this weekend 
as the Second City’s touring compa- 
ny brings its Laugh Out Loud tour to 
the Shakespeare Theatre’s Lansburgh 
Theatre. The show is sketch-based, a 
la “Saturday Night Live,” with impro- 
vised pieces sprinkled in. 

“There will be a decent amount of 
political stuff and a lot of relationship- 
based scenes,” all scripted, Hastings 
says. In one sketch, a groom-to-be freaks 
out about his impending wedding — a 
setup both relatable and with high slap- 
stick potential. 

Hastings, who is in her second year 
of touring and still works a part-time 
day job in Chicago, started training at

the Second City in 2008. And though 
she had prior stage experience, noth- 
ing prepared her for one of the nation’s 
premier comedy boot camps. 

“I was genuinely terrified when I 
first was taking Second City classes,” 
she says. “Getting up in front of the 
class was scary even though I had acted 
before and taken a couple of improv 
classes before.” 

That’s pretty much the Second City 
playbook: to scare the fear right out of 
its performers. Nearly five years later, 
Hastings is now the most seasoned 
member of her touring ensemble. 

“At a certain point it stops being scary 
and starts being really fun,” she says. 
“There’s a certain freedom that comes 
with that. And it can only come out of a 
certain amount of confidence in the fact 
that it’s OK to get out there and look like

In the new ‘BLoody Bloody 
Andrew Jackson,' our 
seventh president gets 
the rock-star treatment 


Stage 

While in the White House, Andrew 
Jackson briefly possessed a block 
of cheese that weighed nearly 1,400 
pounds. It was sent to him in the 1830s 
as a gift from a dairy farmer in upstate 
New York. To ensure the cheddar did 
not go to waste, Jackson hosted a public 
reception at the White House, where 
it was promptly consumed. 

This story has been used by every- 
one from “The West Wing” writers to 
wiseguy Hill staffers quoting “The 
West Wing” to illustrate that Andrew 
Jackson was, above all, a populist. 

That identity is a large part of the 
point of “Bloody Bloody Andrew Jack- 
son,” a rock musical that premiered 
off-Broadway in 2010 and is currently 
running at Studio Theatre’s 2ndStage. 
Composer Michael Friedman and book 
writer Alex Timbers take the story of 
our seventh president and punch it up 
with jokes about Michel Foucault and 
power ballads expressing the angst and 
neglect of Jackson’s wife, Rachel. 

“He invented the way politics 
works, he invented campaigning and 
the idea of the frontier and the can- 
didate you’d love to get a beer with,” 
Friedman says. “Everything in poli- 
tics seemed to spring from Andrew 
Jackson — everything that is appall- 
ing about American politics. The way 
we participate in the political process 
started in his time.” 

The show follows Jackson (Heath 
Calvert) from his childhood in Ten- 
nessee through his conquest over 
Native Americans and his election

Backstory 

In “Bloody Bloody Andrew Jackson,” our seventh president 
rises from rural poverty to relative comfort through a career in 
the military, during which he meets his future wife, Rachel (Ra- 
chel Zampelli).

He forges on to win Rachel’s heart, displace Native Americans 
and eventually win the presidency (as he did in real life), (f.z.)

in 1828 as the first Democratic pres- 
ident. Jackson used the idea of the 
common man, the “regular guy,” to 
win votes, appealing to the people 
as a peer rather than as part of the 
political elite. It’s a campaign tactic 
that’s still popular, as Friedman and 
Timbers are well aware. 

“Jackson is every president,” Fried- 
man says. “When we started working 
on it, he was clearly W. Working back- 
wards, he clearly was in some ways 
Clinton and Carter and Reagan, and 
moving forward he’s clearly Obama 
and Sarah Palin and the tea party. And 
now Occupy.” 

We imagine the Occupy move- 
ment would have welcomed the gift 
of a 1,400-pound block of cheese.

Gone, Not 
Forgotten 

Amelia Earhart disappeared over 
the Pacific roughly 75 years ago while try- 
ing to circumnavigate the globe with co- 
pilot Frederick J. Noonan. The search for 
her remains continues even today. The 
National Portrait Gallery marks the dubi- 
ous anniversary with “One Life: Ame- 
lia Earhart,” a show of photos, paintings 
and drawings of the trailblazing pilot, as 
well as some of her belongings. As “One 
Life” demonstrates, Earhart’s VIP status 
gave her the chance to wear many other 
hats besides her fljdng helmet: 

Mentor Earhart was a visiting 
faculty member at Indiana’s Purdue 
University in the 1930s. She served as 
a career counselor for female students 
and as a technical adviser to the uni- 
versity’s aeronautics department. 

^ Media Darling (Sort of) Ear- 

hart endorsed a number of products, 
including cigarettes — even though 
she didn’t smoke. A 1928 advertise- 
ment featured her portrait above a 
pack of Lucky Strikes. The campaign 
wasn’t exactly a hit: A copy of the ad 
on view in “One Life” bears the in- 
scription, written by an unidentified 
person, “Is this the face of a Lady? 
What Price Glory!” 

Fash ion ista Earhart once de- 
signed clothing for her own branded 
line of sportswear and luggage. Some 
items were even made using airplane 
parts: Buttons were made of wing 
nuts and belt buckles were fashioned 
using ball bearings, katieaberbach

A stinkin'-rich family's 
fortunes reverse in 
the relatable new doc 
'Queen of Versailles’ 

Screen 

Most films need to offer viewers 
someone to root for. So, for “The 
Queen of Versailles,” director Lau- 
ren Greenfield had to work a lit- 
tle harder. 

The documentary, which opens 
locally Friday, revolves around 
Jackie Siegel, the wife of time-share 
mogul David Siegel. Greenfield’s 
original plan was to follow the Sie- 
gels as they built the largest single- 
family home in North America, but 
the stock market crash intervened. 
Greenfield ended up with a riches- 
to-slightly-ragged-riches story, with 
a somewhat out-of-touch, narcis- 
sistic figure at its center. 

“I felt a lot of affection for Jackie, 
but in my early cuts of the movie, 
the viewers didn’t take that,” 
Greenfield says. “They had the 
reaction of. Why are we watch- 
ing her? Is this a reality show?’ It 
took me a while to figure out how 
to make [Jackie’s good] qualities 
come out in the footage. And I think 
it’s what allows the film to have 
this transformation, where you go 
from thinking it’s about The 1 per- 
cent’ and people you can’t relate to 
and that you might not even like. 


to being relatable.” 

The Siegel family has unimagi- 
nable riches (the new house’s design 
has 10 kitchens), but their income 
takes a major hit when the eco- 
nomic crisis strikes. In essence, 
the Siegels’ experience mirrors 
that of thousands of families, only 
on a grander, more bizarre scale. 
In one scene, for example, Jackie 
shops at Walmart — but fills near- 
ly a dozen carts. 

“When she said she was Christ- 


mas shopping at Walmart instead of 
Versace or whatever, I thought it was 
going to be about downsizing,” says 
Greenfield, who won the Directing 
Award at Sundance this year for the 
film. “Ultimately, I think it ended 
up being about [Jackie’s] addiction 
to shopping. A kind of madness is 
what you see there, that kind of irra- 
tional accumulation.” 

As is the case with many fam- 
ilies worried about finances, the 
tension in the Siegel house rises 


to almost unbearable levels. “You 
see that they have to deal with the 
same tensions that other people 
do,” Greenfield says. 

This odd blend of “the rich are 
different than you and me” and 
“we’re all in this together” is what 
makes “The Queen ofVersailles” so 
watchable. “Their story can really 
represent what we all went through, 
but in larger-than-life terms — 
which is a good way to tell the story.”

Foraging enthusiast 
and chef Logan Cox 
makes the most of 
truly Local ingredients 

Logan Cox is driving south down Por- 
ter Street NW, making small talk with 
passengers about a wedding he recent- 
ly attended, when he interrupts him- 
self to point out a small median cov- 
ered with lavender-like weeds blowing 
in the breeze. 

“The other day, I stopped there and 
filled up a big bag of that wild chico- 
ry,” says Cox, the executive chef of Rip- 
ple (3417 Connecticut Ave. NW; 202- 
244-7995, Rippledc.com). “We use the 
flowers for garnishing. But the roots, 
you roast them and grind them into 
a powder and use them as a Littering 
agent. If you make a tea or some sort 
of broth that needs a little depth, it 
definitely adds flavor.” 

Some diners might find it off- 
putting to learn that their chef picks 
ingredients from the side of the road. 
For Cox, “urban foraging” is a point of 
pride. “We take risks,” he says of Rip- 
ple. “We definitely strive to be unique 
and ... showcase as best we can the real- 
ly cool produce that is around.” 


As out-there as it sounds, for- 
aging is becoming the thing to do 
for creative chefs. Look no further 
than the “world’s best” place to 
dine (according to Restaurant mag- 
azine), Copenhagen’s Noma, where 
chef Rene Redzepi makes acclaimed 
Nordic cuisine using wild ingredi- 
ents. The topic is also the subject 
of a number of new books, includ- 
ing the part field guide, part recipe 
book “Foraged Flavor,” by Tama 
Matsuoka Wong, a New Jersey law- 
yer who supplies foraged foods for 
New York City restaurants. 

Cox, 32, was first exposed to for- 
aging before it came into vogue. 


during a few months he spent in Orvieto, 
Italy, in the mid-2000s, when a chef 
there introduced him to scavenging for 
wild fennel. Still, it wasn’t until about 
four years ago, when Cox was cooking 
at Charleston, S.C.’s Woodlands Inn 
and foraging for chanterelle mush- 
rooms, that it became a passion. 

Today, he uses a few reference books 
(such as Euell Gibbons’ “Stalking the 
Wild Asparagus” from 1962) and the 
Google Goggles smartphone app to 
help him expand his knowledge. 

Cooking is “just one of those things 
that can get pretty stagnant — your 
work and what products you’re using 
— so you’re always looking for new

things to inspire,” he says. 

The ingredients Cox collects for 
Ripple — such as dandelions, purs- 
lane, greater plantain and wood sor- 
rel — are typically dismissed as weeds. 
But he and other chefs embrace their 
underappreciated flavors. Wood sorrel, 
for instance, tastes like a mild green 
with the delicate texture of basil and 
the acidity of lemon. Cox uses it to gar- 
nish dishes such as roasted fish and 
composed seasonal salad. 

Foraging is a natural extension of 
“the whole farm-to -table idea,” says 
Tarver King, the chef at the Ashby Inn 
& Restaurant in Paris, Va., and Cox’s 
former Woodlands Inn colleague.

“You can buy seeds at the grocery 
store and put them into the ground, 
pull up [a crop] and put it on the table 
at a restaurant. But picking something 
that’s wild, that’s growing naturally, 
is one step beyond that.” 

Though traditional foraging might 
involve trekking in dense forests to 
gather grub, the urban version isn’t 
usually as demanding. But it may 
involve plucking from public spac- 
es such as state parks (which is ille- 
gal). Cox tries to visit spots with lots 
of greenery, and avoids busy areas or 
places that might have been sprayed 
with pesticides. 

At Ripple, he tells customers that 
ingredients were gathered locally, 
though he never reveals their exact 
origins (“Some people might be 
squeamish,” he says). 

Regardless of what diners know, a 
wild dandelion artfully displayed atop 
a plate of lamb ragu gets eaten only 
about half the time, Cox says. 

“Visually, it’s very enticing,” he 
says, “but I think some people still 
can’t get past the fact that it’s some- 
thing they wanted to remove from

El Chucho serves up 
an exotic take on 
Mexican street food 

“This will be the best corn you’ve 
ever had!” crows the server behind 
the poured-concrete counter at El 
Chucho in Columbia Heights. Eating 
the ear — gilded with mayon- 
naise, grated white cheese, 
cilantro and chili-lime salt 
— I grasp his enthusias- 
tic delivery. And I’m just 
as smitten with the drink 
whose name we can’t 
print in the newspaper but 
is smoky with mezcal and treat- 
ed to a peanut tincture. 

The corn and the cocktail are 
dished up in a slip of a storefront 
that will look familiar to any- 
one who has eaten at the groovy, 
American-themed Jackie’s in Silver 
Spring. Both restaurants are owned 


by Jackie Greenbaum, whose whim- 
sical approach to dining is repeat- 
ed at her fledgling Mexican joint. 
Walls painted pink and teal and 
light fixtures crafted from torpedo 
casings signal a gay old time. The 
$4,000 lime crusher on the side of 
the bar and house-made sodas that 
run to such exotic blends as gin- 
ger-lemongrass accentuate El 
Chucho’s priorities. 

El Chucho’s muse is 
Jackie’s Chicago-born 
chef, Diana Davila-Bol- 
din, who is Mexican by 
heritage. Her latest menu 
is, like the new open kitch- 
en, tiny. Think street food with a 
twist. The Sonoran Dog, for instance, 
combines an all-beef frankfurter 
with black beans and braised pork 
belly. Fragrant, saucer-size corn tor- 
tillas piled with a choice of chick- 
en, steak, crumbled pork and even 
tripe with foie gras (!) come two to 


an order. What looks like an egg roll 
via Mexico is a flour tortilla hiding 
sauteed cabbage, mushrooms and 
onion fried to a crisp. 

Not every plate merits anoth- 
er round: The salsa is soupy, and 
queso frito resembles little more 
than a fried mozzarella stick. But 
they’re nothing a tangy margari- 
ta can’t help a critic overlook for 
the moment. Co-owner Gordon 
Banks created a bunch of varia- 
tions, including a margarita drawn 
from a tap that sells for $5. 

Topped off with a patio on 
its roof, El Chucho has sever- 
al meanings in Spanish. One of 
them is “the mutt,” a reflection 
of the principals’ diverse back- 
grounds. “We’re a mixed breed,” 
Greenbaum jokes, tom sietsema

None, besides the regular type, even 
contain tonnatoes. Yet, they’re still 
called “gazpacho" thanks to their tra- 
ditional Spanish preparation: blending 
cold ingredients and serving chilled. 

I’nn a fan of Trabocchi’s sweet and 
light corn gazpacho and his tangy, 
creanny eggplant gazpacho, which 
Trabocchi says was inspired by Med- 
iterranean flavors such as baba gha- 
noush. The thick, silky avocado gaz- 
pacho, topped with sweet corn and 
roasted red pepper, is another winner. 

Probably nny favorite is the fra- 
grant and slightly tart peach. I’d eat this 
gazpacho as a dessert, but it shows 
up as a soup course. It’s prepared with 
fresh fruit and a little olive oil, salt and 
pepper— no added sugar, despite its 
sweetness. “There's nothing wrong 
with starting with sonnething like that 
for a nneal," the chef says. I won’t argue.

“Electric City” 


As a new wave of big names enters the growing field of Web series, leave it to 
Larry David to keep enthusiasm in check. “I wouldn’t say I’m excited, but I’m 
looking forward to it,” David says at the start of Jerry Seinfeld’s new interview 
show. In the latest batch of notable series to launch online, long-harbored ambi- 
tions find digital outlets: Seinfeld does nothing; Tom Hanks plays a hero; Larry 
King keeps his suspenders in action. Their three new series represent the latest 
stage in the slow but sure evolution of digital television. JAKE COYLE (AP) 





“Comediaiis in Cars Getting Coff^” 

The conceit of the show (available on Comediansin 
carsgettingcoffee.com) is exceptionally simple: Jerry 
Seinfeld picks up a comedian friend in one of his per- 
sonal vintage cars, and they get some coffee. Having 
achieved these meager tasks, Larry David, the co-cre- 
ator of “Seinfeld,” appropriately concludes: “You have 
finally done the show about nothing.” 

The series is an argument for leisure. Seinfeld 
extols the virtues and necessity of lazi- 
ness to, as he says, “the comedian 
mindset.” And when these two 
get together, their ease with one 
another is a joy to behold. 

At one point, a chortling 
David spits out his herbal 
tea (he makes a minor pro- 
test over the coffee ritual) 
after Seinfeld uses the word 
“debauched.” 

“It’s a miracle we ever 
got any work done 
because nobody can Seinfeld 

waste time like you 
and me,” Seinfeld 
remarks to 
David. 


Hanks 


With the animated “Electric City” 
(Yahoo!), Tom Hanks has literal- 
ly created a new world. It’s long 
in the making: The actor first had 
the idea for it nearly eight years 
ago, envisioning a 
settled dystopia in 
a postapocalyptic 
society. 

Figuring out

and for whom — 
proved a challenge 
for Hanks, who shopped the idea 
to networks and studios, and orig- 
inally contemplated making it with 
marionettes. (Yes, marionettes.) He 
finally settied on a cheap animated 
series, produced by the Indian media 
company Reliance Entertainment, 
with Hanks’ own production com- 
pany, Playtone. 

The 20 episodes of five min- 
utes are awkward, if easily 
consumable bite-sized help- 
ings of a story that strives for 
long-form ambiguity and 
seriousness. Hanks voic- 
es one of the main charac- 
ters, Cleveland Carr, a “grid 
operative” in a future where 
some apparently climate- 
based event has left a danger- 
ous, bleak, electricity-starved 
world. Unfortunately, the show 
is dragged down by mediocre 
production value and a 
muddled purpose. 


“Larry King Now” 

For his new Hulu show. King interviews entertainers 
— Matthew McConaughey, Seth MacFarlane, George 
Lopez — from the comfort of his own home. 

The steady patter of the 78-year-old’s questioning 
hasn’t changed: He’s still a congenial, entertaining 
interviewer, albeit one now without much reason for 
journalistic prodding. He’s a veteran taking anoth- 
er spin through his Rolodex, unwilling (to his cred- 
it) to give up the thrill of the interview. 

The episode with Betty White charmingly concludes 
with the pair selling lemonade on King’s front lawn to 
passing celebrity tour buses. In the developing digital 
landscape, the two TV old-timers are just kids. 

“This is a whole new world for us, Betty,” King 
tells 90-year-old White.

A short list of things the Gas- 
light Anthem’s major label debut, 
“Handwritten,” might remind you 
of: Bruce Springsteen circa 1978, 
1981 and 1985; the Replacements;

Usually when it’s time for a musi- 
cian to make a deeply emotional 
album that confronts depression 
and personal demons, the music 
mirrors the mindset. It’s dark, slow 
and often a drag.
